Now York, April 23.—Four men were 
burned to death, 250 horses killed, 
twelve firem en Injured, two of them 
lerlousljr, 
two 
engines 
overturned, 
and wrecked by collisions with street 
cars, several thrilling rescues from 
burning buildings and a property loss 
of $200,000 Is the story of the fire de­ 
tr im e n t for the first five hours of 
today. 
Six different fires on the Upper Easl 
Side, In Broadway, on the Middle East 
Side and a big stable fire at C hristo 
pher and Barrow streets kept the fire­ 
men constantly at work. 
The dead 
are four Italians, whose bodies, burn 
ed beyond recognition, was found in' 
the ruins of the burned stable. 
Fire broke out 
In 
the 
Despatch 
stables, in the block between Christo­ 
pher, Barrow, W est and W ashington 
streets. 
Three alarm s called out the 
great Battery fire apparatus, including 
two big fireboats, but It was only after 
a bard fight, that the firemen saved 
the big adjoining tenem ents and the 
Palace and Knickerbocker hotels. Two 
hundred and fifty horses, which were 
quartered in the building perished. 
The bodies of the four Italians found 
In the ruins in an hour after the fire 
had been extinguished. 
The money 
loss by the stable fire is placed at 
$100,000.

Seventy-third street, and swept 
up 
through the five story building, the 
several upper floors of .which were 
occupied as tenem ents.

R ector of C hrist Church, V icktbnrg, » j 
C lote Friend of the C onfederate Chief j 
Executive and Noted For HU M any , 
Kind y Acta. 


New York. Ajirll 23.—Rev. W illiam j 
W. Lord one of the oldest clergymen J 
of the Protester! Episcopal church, 
and the m inister and the friend of the 
late Hon. Jefferson Davis, died Mon* 
day at the Hotel C len d en in In this 
city. 
He was eighty-eight years old, 
and was born In Madison county, this 
state. 
He was a descendant of the 
Lords of Lyme, Conn., the first of 
whom was one of the four prim ary 
patentees of th at state. 
He was edu­ 
cated at New York university, and war 
graduated from Princeton Theological 
sem inary in 1846. 
He was the first 
fellow of th a t institution. 
After his ordination he went south, 
where his labors in the great cholera 
epidemic at Baltim ore and In the yel­ 
low fever epidemic In various south 
em cities made 
him 
thousands 
of 
friends. 
In later years he was rector 
o f Holy T rinity church, which Mr 
Davis 
attended 
The 
two 
became 
strong friends. At the outbreak of the 
civil war he becam e a Confederate 
chaplain, nursing the sick and the 
wounded and adm inistering the last 
sacram ents to the dying. 
He was at Vicksburg throughout the 
siege, attending to his duties as rec 
tor of Chirst church, as well as’ being 
chaplain of the besieged army. 
After 
the w ar he was rector at St. Paul's 
chuch, Charleston, and later returned 
to Vicksburg. 
Befoe the war Dr. Ix»rd was one of 
the forem ost leaders In the education 
a1 movement In the south.
